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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the system instantly claimed in claims 1-9, the 
solid impeelant material is considered to be a material to be worked on and the system could use a materially different material in the said 
system. Further, the prior art utilizing a polymer that encapsulates the core material of an alkali metal superoxide or peroxide, where the 
encapsulate slows down the reaction of the alkali metal oxide with water in the system could be considered as a solid since the polymer in 
cured state is in fact solid and if the alkali metal oxide was completely liquid it would not have a slow reaction with water as shown in the 
Russell patent. The method as set forth would include the solid impellant, however, as stated above with respect to the solid impellant, it 
would appear that the polymer and alkali metal oxide would have to be solid since there is a slow reaction with water and once the 
polymer is dissolved, if the alkali metal oxide was liquid, there would not be a slow reaction with water, because the material would 
disperse quickly into the water. 
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
